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TARIFF A PRIMARY CAMPAIGN ISSUE

After having forced the tariff as an issue in the recent cam- 
paign, the democrats are trying to deny that the result of the. 
election was an endorsement of the protective tariff. In their 
platform, in campaign speeches, and particularly in pamphlets circul- 

ated among women voters, the democrats assailed the republican 
tariff as the worst ever, and promised its repeal. The republican 
platform’ endorsed and republican candidates upheld the present 
tariff law. ‘No issue was more clearly defined. 

Yet the New York Journal of Commerce, a free trade paper 
declares that the tariff was given a secondary place in the recnt 
‘presidential campaign “by the leading speakers, and attacks on 
_ the tariff, such as there were, were practically ignored by the re- 
publicans.” The Journal was among those who were signally disap- 
pointed. - 

The country has long known the republican nominee as an 
advocate of protection. In his first message to congress, Presi- 
dent Coolidge declared that the present tariff law has accomplished 
its two main objects. It has secured an abundant revenue and been 
productive of an abounding prosperity. In his speech of accept- 
ance he declared: “I am for protection because it maintains 
American standards of living and of business, for agriculture, in” 
dustry and labor. I am in favor of the elastic provisions of our 
tariff law. I propose to administer them, not politically, but jurici- 

ally.” . 

A So far as the fight between the republicans and democrats 
>: .(.qwas concerned, the tariff may be said to have been the primdry 
issue. Senator-elect Guy D. Goff, of West Virginia, made the 
tariff his chief‘ issue, and so effective was he in his support of the 
present tariff law that it was largely due to him that Davis was out- 
voted in West Virginia—state, county, town, and precinct. 

New Mexico was largely carried on the tariff issue. Te people 
of that state had staged a great battle for the restoration of the 
republican protective tariff on wool, and they knew that the election 
of Davis would mean free wool. So Davis lost the state. 
 , As between the republicans and the radicals, the chief issue was 
the Constitution, the republicans defending it from the attacks of
